As to co-operative distribution 
of profits | can inform you that 
in true co-operative institutions 
the patrons alone get all the pro- 
fits, and in proportion to the 
business which they transact. 
The money which is invested is 
handled as money loaned from a 
bank, and this money only gets 
banking interest. 

In the Alberta Co-operative 
Elevator Co., Limited., as well as 
in the Grain Growers Grain 
company, Ltd., the profits and 
the accumulated reserve funds 
are divided upon the shares re- 
gardiess whether or not the 
shareholders are patrons. ‘The 
president and the vice-president 
of the Grain Growers’ Grain 
Co., Ltd., made the statement at 
the convention—the vice-presi- 
dent also acting as interlocking 
director or manager for the Al- 
berta Co-operative Elevator Co. 
Ltd.,—that it could not be ar- 
ranged to distribute ail the profit 
in the right proportion amongst 
the patrons due to the difficulty 
in connection with office work. 
If this isn’t to be taken as a cheap 
excuse to avoid a co-operative 
association, tt is ample proof of 
the lack of ability of these two 


These two reports came up at 
the last convention of 
Farmers of Alberta upon a direct 
request from the convention that 
Mr Geo. Bevington and I were 
to give a report on the elevator 
matter, we being the two directors 

| who took exception to the elevator 
|report as read at the convention. 

I am yet of the opinion, had the 
chair not allowed the gag motions 
which were put up by certain 
parties, that a sober and intelligent 
discussion would have shown, that 
the two sections which ought to 
have adequate protection in the 
elevator act, were covered by the 
two reports which were read by Mr 
Bevington and myself,
